It is a prop- 
osition which is likely to be widely sup- 
ported, in the future if not at the present 
lime. Probably it is brought forward be- 
cause of the contention thai the prohibi- 
tion amendment does not represent the 
major opinion of the people. "Whether 
this is so or not, the suggestion of popular 
ratification of future amendments has 
some arguments in its favor. A referen- 
dum by the 'country 'at large would of 
course be objected to as a departure from 
the constitution and the original idea of 
stale sovereignly or free action by the 
slates through their legislatures, but a 
referendum within the lines of each state 
•would not destroy the theory of state rat- 
ification, the method of registering the 
slate's decision only being changed. .11 
would, moreover, constitute no further 
departure from the original scheme of 
government than does the popular elec- 
tion of United States senators, which pre- 
viously was a function of legislatures 
based on the principle of the stale as a 
political unit. 


The popular referendum, as it has been 


urged of laic years and actually at- 
tempted in a few slates, is manifestly im- 
practicable and undesirable in matters 
of ordinary legislation. The people have 
nol the lime and too many of them nol 
the required intelligence to enact laws a I 
the polling places. Representative gov-x 
era men I is all right in Ibis sphere and un- 
doubtedly \vill stand the lest of lime. Xo 
olhcr pla:i has been devised which is 
more feasible and none is likely to be. 
But it is practicable and altogether de- 
sirable thai the people themselves occa- 
sionally speak their minds and register 
their wills on some great question at the 
polls, in order that the real sentiment of 
,the majority may be revealed for the 
guidance of legislatures and the congress, 
and also lo determine fundamental 
changes of policy. Direct voting in each 
shite on Ihc question of ratifying a consti- 
tutional amendment is supported by tbe 
•irgtimenls advanced in favor of electing 
senators by popular vole. "Ratification 
should of course be made contingent on 
a two-thirds vole by stales, and not by a 
majority. Changes in the organic law of 
the country are made only after grail de- 
liberation, and thai is well. II is probable 
lhal the proposition lo ratify ainci.d- 
mcnls lo the constitution by popular vole 
within the stales will 'be received will; 
caution, and-thai it will require a l«:ng 
time for il lo make headway, bul ulti- 
mately il is nol unreasonable lo expect 
that it will become an issue and that il

(ired upon: that an American orphanage 


was burned :uul eighty-live Armenian 
girls whom it sheltered after they lied 
from Turkish harems massacred. Instead 
of carelessly enjoying themselves the 
Americaiis were nursing the sick and 
wounded, finding room for desperate ivf- 
ugecs and giving shelter to remnants of 
slaughtered families. The orgy of blood 
at Ma rash shows that even heavy mis- 
fortune cannot change the unspeakable 
Turk. He is the same as of old. and if the 
results of the world war do not clean him 
up and strike from him the power lo mas- 
sacre helpless women and children by the 
thousand it will have failed in one of its 
vital responsibilities.

Hohenzolicrn has hopes of being restored 
lo power in Germany is a natural infer- 
ence, and undoubtedly the nervous strain 
under which he is laboring reflects that 
desire. Il may be taken for granted the 
ex-cmpcror's theories of government 
have nol changed, and that he still holds 
his right to the throne as of divine origin. 


If. however, he has visions of a return 


lo Germany as its ruler he is chasing a 
will-o'-the-wisp. That is nol his destiny. 
Germany may have whatever form of 
government il desires, barring only a re- 
turn to autocracy. Thai Ihe allies will nol 
permit, and they arc in a position to in- 
tervene most cll'cclively lo prevent it. 
Germany has no military power. Sbe has 
man-power lo be sure, but nothing with 
which lo give il polcncy. She is in a 
straight-jacket pending fulfillment of the 
treaty 'terms, or such progress toward 
them as will guarantee their execution in 
good faith. The allies will nol relinquish 
their control until Germany is well on Ihc 
road lo rehabilitation in the channels 
Ilia I insure protection lo her former an- 
tagonists. 


The outcome of the Kapp slrokc will be 


civil war or the preservation of represen- 
tative government, and there is little 
question thai if Ihc la Her survives the 
revolutionary leaders will be ousled. The 
German people, particularly the working 
population, arc opposed to the overthrow 
of Ihc Ebcrl government, and they hold 
Ihe whip hand al Ibis lime. They are 
calling strikes in support of the democ- 
racy and in protest against the revolu- 
tion. Germany depends absolutely upon 
the workmen for production that is vital 
to her existence and progress, and while 
Ihe laboring class could not long sustain 
the deprivation of noncmployment, their 
acquiescence probably is essential to any 
political regime which is to stand up. 


There arc nalurally attempts to set up 


the soviet system and lo obtain encour- 
agement from Russia, bul they arc nol 
likely lo lead lo substantial success. Ger- 
many was more exposed lo this menace 
at the beginning of Ihc problem of work- 
ing oul her new destiny than she is now. 
The .substantial population, including the 
agriculturists, will be firmly opposed to 
bolshevism, and labor, even though so- 
cialistic, is loo well experienced lo be 
misled by phantoms. The indications arc 
that there will nol be a change either of 
deep reaction or of deep radicalism. 
More probably the system of representa- 
tive government set up will sland the 
strain. A new administration may be 
evolved, bul that is as far as the tenden- 
cies now manifesting themselves may be 
expected lo go. Anything further would 
almost certainly engage the country in 
civil war.
